Once planted there is noth- 
ing that you can do which will help. Once properly 
planted no one knows how long Daffodils will last.

Culture of Daffodils 


Provided it is ordinarily good garden or farm soil, the 
soil in which Daffodils are planted is not important. If the 
soil is naturally well drained or if drainage can be provided, 
the flowers will be larger and finer. On very heavy clay 
soils it will be advantageous before planting to work into 
the soil a quantity of sifted coal ashes in order to lighten it. 
You may use up to three inches of ashes mixed with the 
first foot of soil. The only safe fertilizer to use with Daffo- 
dils is bone meal. After you have once planted your Daf- 
fodil bulbs, do nothing more forever.
